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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-19 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group II invention (claims 10-12) in the reply filed on Sept. 
18, 2006 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as 
an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 1-9 and 13-19 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to non- 
elected subject matter. Claims 10-12 have been considered on the merits. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because Figures 1-3 provided in the current applicant is not visible. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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The current claimed invention does not specifically use a human amniotic 
membrane. Appropriate revision is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang 
et al. (US 5,932.205). 

Claims 10-12 are drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
therapeutically effective amount of an amniotic membrane extract and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier (claim 10), a limitation to the carrier being selected 
from the group consisting of an ophthalmic solution for eye drops, a gel, an ointment, an 
emulsion, a cream, a powder and a spray (claim 1 1); a limitation to the carrier being a 
bandage or a contact lens (claim 12). 

Wang et al. teach a pharmaceutical composition comprising an amniotic 
membrane extract in PBS solution (ophthalmic solution) (Example 1) and contact lens 
as a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier which is treated with the amniotic membrane 
extract in PBS solution (Example 6). 

Claims 10-12 are product-by-process claims. M.P.E.P. § 2113 reads, "Product- 
by-process claims are not limited to the manipulations of the recited steps, only the 
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structure implied by the steps." "Even though product-by-process claims are limited by 
and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. 
The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the 
product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the 
prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a 
different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 
1 985) (citations omitted). 

The structure implied by the process steps should be considered when assessing 
the patentability of product-by-process claims over the prior art, especially where the 
product can only be defined by the process steps by which the product is made, or 
where the manufacturing process steps would be expected to impart distinctive 
structural characteristics to the final product. See, e.g., In re Garnero, 412 F.2d 276, 
279, 162 USPQ 221, 223 (CCPA 1979) 

The use of 35 U.S.C. §§ 102 and 103 rejections for product-by-process claims 
has been approved by the courts. "[T]he lack of physical description in a product-by- 
process claim makes determination of the patentability of the claim more difficult, since 
in spite of the fact that the claim may recite only process limitations, it is the patentability 
of the product claimed and not of the recited process steps which must be established. 
We are therefore of the opinion that when the prior art discloses a product which 
reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly different than a product 
claimed in a product-by-process claim, a rejection based alternatively on either section 
102 or section 103 of the statute is eminently fair and acceptable. As a practical matter, 
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the Patent Office is not equipped to manufacture products by the myriad of processes 
put before it and then obtain prior art products and make physical comparisons 
therewith." In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531 , 535, 173 USPQ 685, 688 (CCPA 1972). 
Thus, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wang et al. (supra) in view of Carlsson et al. (US 6,117,857). 

Although Wang et al. do not specifically teach other forms of pharmaceutically 
acceptable carriers (i.e. gel, ointment, emulsion, cream or bandage), the carriers listed 
in the claims are recognized in the art as pharmaceutically acceptable carriers 
commonly used in pharmaceutical compositions as supported by Carlsson et al. (see 
column 7 lines 24-25), and therefore functional and mechanical equivalent of the 
ophthalmic solution or contact lens. 

M.P.E.P. §2144.06 states "In re Scott, 323 F.2d 1016, 139 USPQ 297 (CCPA 
1963) (Claims were drawn to a hollow fiberglass shaft for archery and a process for the 
production thereof where the shaft differed from the prior art in the use of a paper tube 
as the core of the shaft as compared with the light wood or hardened foamed resin core 
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of the prior art. The Board found the claimed invention would have been obvious, 
reasoning that the prior art foam core is the functional and mechanical equivalent of the 
claimed paper core. The court reversed, holding that components which are functionally 
or mechanically equivalent are not necessarily obvious in view of one another, and in 
this case, the use of a light wood or hardened foam resin core does not fairly suggest 
the use of a paper core.); Smith v. Hayashi, 209 USPQ 754 (Bd, of Pat. Inter. 1980) 
(The mere fact that phthalocyanine and selenium function as equivalent 
photoconductors in the claimed environment was not sufficient to establish that one 
would have been obvious over the other. However, there was evidence that both 
phthalocyanine and selenium were known photoconductors in the art of 
electrophotography. "This, in our view, presents strong evidence of obviousness in 
substituting one for the other in an electrophotographic environment as a 
photoconductor." 209 USPQ at 759.)."
